AN ACT to authorize guardians to lease and grant easements upon
the lands of their wards.

SecrioN 1. The guardian of any person under uargian ma
guardianship, whether as a minor, insane person or jsi% ands o
spendthrift, is hereby authorized and empowered to
make leases of or grant easements upon the lands of
any such person, in the same manner, for the same

urposes and with the same effect as such person might
go if of full age and under no legal disabilities, and
not under guardianship: provided, however, that any When leaseto
estate, lease or right granted by any such guardian * "
shall terminate with the guardianship or disability of
the ward.

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
